THE Ovrpoorsma) 
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Will Quail Hunting Get 
Better—or Worse?

MR. QUAIL HUNTER, can you and I do 
anything to get a bigger quail population 
in our favorite bobwhite area? That’s one 
of the paramount topics that should be 
up for discussion among quail hunters 
everywhere. Several states have compre- 
hensive quail cover improvement pro- 
grams. Some rod and gun clubs have 
become interested in doing something 
for the bobwhites which have been dis- 
appearing from many formerly good quail 
hunting sections. 

But now let’s get down to bed rock and 
see if every individual quail hunter can 
do something on his own without the 
expenditure of a lot of money. You may 
be a laborer, an auto mechanic, a doctor, 
or a school teacher, and immediately you 
will ask, “Just where do I come in and 
how can I get better quail hunting?” 
Mister, you are going to have to go to 
work managing quail yourself! Just how, 


where, and what will be up to you. It 
will not be too difficult, it won’t cost you 
much, and it won’t take a great deal of 
your time. But if quail hunting is as great 
as you let on, it should be a pushover. 

The average landowner in the quail 
range likes to have quail around but he 
isn’t interested enough in them to go 
to the trouble of increasing them. If he 
doesn’t enjoy hunting himself, why 
should he bother about trying to produce 
more for some other fellow to shoot? 
That brings us right down to the 64 
dollar question—how to have better bird 
shooting. 

Most state game departments cannot 
legally do much on privately-owned lands 
in the way of improving environment for 
wildlife. They can and do give advice 
and some actual help to landowners who 
are interested. Most landowners who are 
interested in better bird shooting manage 
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it for themselves and not for the general 
public—and it goes without saying, that 
these same men like to hunt and, in most 
cases, use the total shootable crop, leav- 
ing the non-owner out of the picture. 

But here are some of the things you 
and I can do to maintain a shootable 
quail population: 

1. Keep a source of quail food available 
EVERY YEAR and have it close to good, 
brushy cover. 

2. If a former grain field no longer can 
provide food for the quail, set up a shock 
of corn (with the farmer’s permission) in 
the nearby brush cover. Or a stack of 
sorghum cane around a few trees in the 
brushy cover will do the trick. Keep this 
food supply in cover. 

8. If your hunting is below the Mason 
and dixon line, you can rely on lespedeza 
bicolor, a perennial legume that provides 
wonderful food and cover for quail. 

4. Check with your conservation de- 
partment to see if lespedeza seed is availe 
able for planting for quail. 

5. Build big, loose brush piles to 
strengthen cover in an area. 

In other words, the big secret is provide 
ing bobwhite quail with a steady, year- 


*round supply of food and ample cover.’ 


Today the main shooting range of the 
bobwhite quail is found from southern 
Iowa across the country to Maryland and 
to our southern borders on into Mexico. 
When the white man settled in what is 
now the United States, the limit of the 
bobwhite’s northern range was about the 
Pennsylvania-Maryland border. Also, the 
population over the entire range at that 
time was scattered and relatively low. 
The birds were not present in good, 
sport-hunting numbers. But as our coun- 
try became settled and land was broken 
and tilled, the amount of grains and 
weed-seed producing plants associated 
with cultivation created better quail 
environment over a span of two hundred 
years. The range spread and the quail 
numbers increased. At one time (about

1870) this fine game bird’s shootable 
range extended over the Canadian 
border, clear across the country from the 
midwest to Maine. As the years went by, 
less and less grain was produced in many 
of the northern states, particularly in the 
east. This was caused by the soil eroding 
away or being worn out from misuse. 
When land is taken out of cultivation for 
any reason the weed-seed producing 
plants disappear, causing the loss of the 
quail’s winter food supply. In such areas 
as northern Iowa, where the land is 
extremely rich and level, the elimination 
of marsh and fence row cover to make 
way for more tillable acreage pushed 
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In southern states where the bobwhite quail is the most popular upland game 


bird, lespedeza bicolor has proved excellent for the birds. Here is a one-acre

the quail range farther southward. 
Of all the game birds in the United 
States, more is known about the manage-= 
ment of the bobwhite than any other 
game bird. It responds more quickly to 
management than any other game species. 
So you will immediately ask, “If this is 
true, why don’t we have better quail 
hunting?” The answer is fairly simple. 
THERE IS NOT ENOUGH WORK BEING 
DONE OVER THE PRESENT QUAIL 
RANGE TO BRING ABOUT BETTER 
GUNNING FOR EVERY BIRD HUNTER. 
There are many landowners, particularly 
plantation owners in the South, who like 
to hunt quail and are doing a fine job 
of maintaining high populations on their 
own acres. For instance, on certain man-= 
aged parts of the King Ranch in Texas 
you can actually see 30 to 40 coveys of 
quail an hour. On many plantations in 
south Georgia the populations run as 
high as 640 birds per square mile. 
REMEMBER! UNDER AVERAGE 
FARMING CONDITIONS EACH COVEY 
OF QUAIL REQUIRES A RANGE OF 
ABOUT 40 ACRES, OR ABOUT 1 BIRD

fence row, this year is tops. Next year 
that field may be in wheat, oats or 
alfalfa, with a resulting absence of food 
or food cover in which the birds cannot 
feed without being caught by predators 
or bad weather. If that particular field 
‘is the only field in the area, chances are 
that quail will be absent more years than 
they are present. 

I> To overcome this unstableness, there 
are several things that you can do. Let 
us take the wheat field. By next winter 
ihe weather will have knocked down or 
‘rotted down much of the stubble and 
-seed-producing weeds such as foxtail and 
ragweed. To bolster the food supply and 
to make the area tenable for quail, a 
shock of corn .placed in the nearby 
brushy cover will usually carry the covey 
through. If corn is not available, several 
‘shocks of cane or sorghum piled up around 

a tree or hung from the branches will 
often mean birds for breeding when 
‘spring comes. Many, many farmers will 

let you do this. In most cases they will 
,even give you the corn or cane when 
they see that you are a sportsman and 
_mean business. 

The main point of the whole business 
iis to have an adequate supply of food in 
or very near good brushy cover so that 
the birds will not be forced to expose 
‘themselves to the elements and predators 
while they are feeding. It is easy for a 
_sharp- shinned hawk to pick off a quail 
in an open field; it is just the reverse if 
the bird is in a briar patch or an osage 
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_horned owl finds a covéy in a poor quail 
| Tange, it often remains right there until 
.that source of food is exhausted. There 
_is nothing strange about this—the preda- 
tor gets its food the easy way if it can. 
South of the Mason-Dixon line there 
is a plant that is proving to be a boon 
to the bobwhite. That plant is lespedeza 
icolor. It is a perennial legume that 
meecouces excellent food and good cover. 
‘The plant grows to six feet in about 
/three years and gives the birds some 
overhead protection as they feed. 
~ Last year I saw six one-quarter acre 
‘patches on an abandoned farm in Ala- 
'bama and each patch was the center 
) point for a covey of quail. Those patches 
were three years old, and at the time 
of planting there ,were no quail on the 
farm. Lespedeza bicolor is an excellent 
‘soil builder and is a great plant to hold 
‘the soil and prevent erosion. Now, as a 
‘quail hunter, if you live in the region 
from Virginia or Missouri, southward, 
‘you can find hundreds of abandoned 
‘fields or brushy woods’ edges where you 
‘ean get patches of this plant started. In 
“many states the game department is 
making this seed available to sportsmen 
d farmers for planting. If you cannot 
ad a free supply, it can be purchased at 
reasonable price from a number of 
d firms. If you cannot find a farmer to 
re a seed bed for your planting 
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and lesser ragweed, bordered by a brushy.

But 
when it does you are on the way to 
creating a new covey range or improving 
an old one. Be sure to plant your patch 
near wood cover such as a brushy forest 
border or a woody fence row or briar 
patch. As time goes on seedlings will 
become available and you will get a 
year’s jump on your operation by plant- 
ing these rather than seed. Lespedeza 
bicolor is bringing back quail today on 
many thousands of acres; if you live in 
Dixie this is your big bet.

good winter cover is very important. Big, 
loosely constructed brush piles often 


strengthen cover for an area. Brush piles 
are easy to make and take little time to 
construct. Don’t pass up an opportunity 
to make them over your hunting terri- 
tory. If you like cottontails, they too 
will benefit from such efforts. 

None of these management practices 
will take much of your time or cost 
very much.

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: Unfortunately there is no substitute for experience in tracking big game 
animals, and the inexperience of thousands of hunters in the field each 
year results in poor shooting for many. There are, however, several 
fundamental rules that, if followed, will aid any hunter in tracking game. 
They are outlined below as a guide in assisting the novice sportsman 
improve his field skill. ELMER KEITH 


Practice Key To 
Tracking Game 


By Elmer Keith 


Good trackers are not born, they are 
trained. And to become really expert you 
have to spend many years trailing game. 
Even then some folks have an eye for 
the job and learn its finer points, while 
others never seem to catch on. You have 
to have your heart in the job and the 
best of eyesight as well. 


Trailing game on snow or on soft earth 
after a rain is, of course, child’s play and 
needs little mention here. When you are 
following game that has not been jumped 
and trying to obtain sight or shot at 
them on snowy ground, you should stay 
off the trail, only cutting across it occa- 
sionally to maintain the quarry’s direc- 
tion. Likewise, you should try always to 
stay down wind from the trail as big 
game habitually watches its back ‘vail 
and very often circles to catch the scent 
of anyone or animal on the back trail. 
For this reason you should always follow 
game off down wind from the trail and 
in wide circles, just so to maintain the 
general direction the animals are travel- 
ing or feeding. 

Then, too, you should watch for any 
low passes or general crossings through 
which the game will probably feed. When 
you knew the country and the game’s 
probable ultimate course, you can easily 
circle ahead and wait for the animal to 
appear if the track is really fresh. Blindly 
following a fresh track of a buck, bull 
elk or moose in the snow will sooner or 
later lead you just where the animal 
wants you—upwind of his present posi- 
tion. And one whiff of the man scent and 
he is off for parts unknown and where 
you will have one devil of a time ever 
catching up or getting a shot. So stay 
off the trail and always down wind, only 
cutting into it enough to keep its direc- 
tion and spending most of your time 
looking for the game. 

When tracking is tough, over hard 
stony ground or through brush and small 
grass, then you must cut the trail more 
often and be even more careful if you’re 
to see the game first. One good standing 
shot is always worth a battle of running 
shots, so endeavor to see your game 
first. 

You can soon determine by a short 
coverage of an animal’s trail if it is 
merely traveling, or if it is feeding or if 
searching for a bed ground for the day. 
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Knowing an animal’s general habits and 
feeding hours and the country is what 
enables guides to charge good wages— 
and earn them as well, for no city man 
who spends a month a year in the hills 
can be expected to become an expert 
tracker. However, he can greatly improve 
his chances if he will study the game at 
every possible opportunity. You must 
know what to look for—a stone turned 
out of its bed here, a crushed leaf there 
or a broken or bent twig all tell their tale

bound to leave tracks. Usually when yer 
lose the trail you can figure out abou 
where the animal will go and thus cw 
the track again. If more than one anima 
is being trailed, it is always much easie 
as a feeding bunch of game leave plent¢ 
of sign.

In some cases you must use the 
step-by-step method, but under favorable 
conditions such as grass or brush or when 
there is dew on the cover you easily see 
the animal’s course many yards in ad- 
vance. Dry ground or dry brush are 
always the hardest ‘to trail over, espe- 
cially if the ground is dry and rocky. 
If any soil is present the animals are

shot and you seldom have to trail such. 


an animal very far. Usually when hit 
through the heart, game runs in the 
direction it was headed when shot. 


_ The old axiom that wounded game 
always runs downhill is a fallacy. I have 
seen about as many heart-shot animals 
run directly up steep mountains as down 
them. Animals with broken legs are much 
more apt to turn downhill. Also paunch 
hit animals get so sick they usually 
‘turn downhill. If an animal runs blindly 
in the direction it was headed when 
shot, it is nearly always a hit in or 
near the heart and you seldom have 
any worries as it runs until it bleeds 
‘out and drops and will be dead when 
trailed. Animals so hit will run into 
trees or blindly through clumps of 
brush and are easily seen as dead game 
Jong before they actually drop. The 
broken leg or paunch-hit animal is the 
one to watch and the one that requires 
careful management to recover. Such an 
animal will always circle to get the wind 
from his back track in case you are fol- 
lowing him. The sixth sense is much 
more highly developed in game animals 
than in humans and the game will prac- 
tically always know if you are after it. 
Give such an animal plenty of time to 
bed and stiffen up, then circle well down 
wind from the trail, only cutting in 
close enough to keep its general direc- 
tion. Then you should sit down and 
ponder the situation, looking for the best 
possible hiding places that are down 
wind from the animal’s trail. 

At times when an animal is wounded 
late in the evening or during a hard 
storm when the trail will soon be ob- 
literated by rain or snow, it is imperative 
that you push the animal hard in order 
to get a possible shot before darkness or 
snow has covered all traces. Then you 
often have to revert to the step-by-step 
method of following the tracks and hold- 
ing one last track until another is located. 
But this is a slow method. Even though 
the trail should be obliterated, by using 
your head and figuring out what you 
would do if you were the game you often 
can locate its hiding place and finish 
the job. Remember there is something 
besides bone between those big horns as 
a rule and the animal reasons the same 
as you do and often to better advantage, 
so use your head in its approach. 


At times when an animal is hit with a 
high velocity spitzer bullet, opening only 
a needle hole, then exploded inside, there 
is little or no blood trail, with an occa- 
sional drop and even it is hard to dis- 
tinguish from a frost spot on a leaf until 
you wet it with saliva to see if really 
blood or not. But careful work will dis- 
close enough evidence to give you the 
animal’s direction of retreat.

a conclusion. It’s only when rain or snow 
completely obliterate the tracks that you 
are soon stumped and, even then, if you 
know your game’s habit and have some 
idea of where it is hit, you can figure out 
its general course with every possi- 
bility of again finding it or cutting a fresh 
track if you jump it. The main thing is 
to go slow and be sure you see the game 
if it is in sight and see it first if possible. 

After some 35 years of guiding, I would 
offer these pointers for whatever they 
may be worth. An animal with a broken 
front leg will go uphill more often than 
one with a broken hind leg. A paunch- 
shot animal usually loses some dark 
brown blood. The wounded animal well 
knows you will follow him and will en- 
deavor to throw you off the track by 
every subterfuge he can think of, such 
as walking in streams, doubling back in its 
exact hoof prints, then bounding down 
hill over a high log or clump of brush, 
doubling back and bedding to get the 
wind from its back track, or circling and 
bedding in some thick clump of second 
growth where it can watch its back trail. 

When you wound an animal go slow 
and use your head for you can be sure, 
unless it is very badly hit, you must 
outwit it and beat it at its game of hide 
and seek. I hate to see game wounded at 
any time and when also lost as well it is 
something I do not like to even think of. 
For this reason I have always recom- 
mended that a wounded animal be fol- 
lowed until finished and if possible an 
adequate cartridge be used that will kill 
quickly regardless of where placed if a 
body hit. Careful trailing and hunting 
will get the wounded animal but blind 
rushes that only destroy the little re- 
maining evidence will only lose the game. 
Whenever possible, give it plenty of time 
to bed and stiffen before following and 
then off the trail and down wind. 


Sectional Density 


Bill Gianella of Niles, Calif. has sent me 
an interesting little homemade gadget on 
the slip stick order to compute sectional 
density of various calibers and bullet 
weights. With this calculator, you soon 
learn that a 90 grain .22 caliber, a 180 
grain .30 caliber and a 218 grain .332 cali- 
ber are equal in sectional density. Thus it 
shows the reason why a 300 grain .333 
caliber has so much sectional density and 
is such a killer. 

This calculator shows that a .270 caliber 
bullet would have to weigh 162 grains to 
equal in sectional density even a 200 
grain bullet in .30 caliber. It also proves 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that pro- 
portionately shaped bullets in larger cali- 
bers have a great deal more sectional 
density than the same in smaller calibers. 

Other things being equal, such as veloc- 
ity and expansion, the bullet with the 
greater sectional density will always be 
the best killer on all raking shots or any 
shots where penetration is required. By 
the same token the bullet with greatest 
sectional density always will far out- 
range a lighter bullet at the same or even 
higher velocities. Likewise the bullet with 
greatest sectional density will have a 
much flatter trajectory if fired at com- 
parable velocities.

Practice with Hand Trap 
Makes for Better Shooting 


: By Charles Hunter 


‘The nation-wide interest in hunting is 
probably not appreciated by most persons 
not actually participating in the sport. 
An aggregate of over 24,000,000 persons 
held licenses for hunting and fishing, ac- 
cording to Dr. Ira N. Gabrielson, Director 
of Wildlife Management Institute, and, 
what is even more impressive, is the 
estimated $4,000,000,000 annual expendi- 
ture of this group in the pursuit of the 
sport. This amount is approximately 10 
times the amount spent on all spectator 
sports, and yet today, except in a few 
isolated instances, there are no facilities 
where an individual sportsman can ob- 
‘tain instruction on shooting etiquette in 
-the field, or instruction on how to im- 
“prove his score on game under field 
‘shooting conditions. 

Trap and skeet shooting is recognized 
as an excellent instruction medium, but

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always missed. 

Most anyone who has ever fired a shot- 
gun can soon learn to hit a bird going 
straight away, but game birds seldom 
follow prescribed rules, and usually are 
most concerned with putting the greatest 
distance between themselves and the gun- 
ner, in the least amount of time. This 
often leads to a most erratic flight, and 
one that would be impossible to approach 
with any device other than the hand 
trap. 

As a means of keeping in practice, both 
in and out of season, it has no equal. 
If you are a beginner the targets can be 
thrown so as to give a relatively easy 
target until you develop sufficient skill 
to progress to the more difficult angles. 
If you are an expert then shots can be 
devised that tax your utmost skill. 

There are more shots fired, and prob- 
ably more shots missed, at rabbits than 
any other species of game. A low, fast, 
grass clipping target can simulate the 
departure of a rabbit to a degree difficult 
to visualize without participating in this 
game. 

If your favorite sport is grouse shooting, 
then select the type of cover you normally 
hunt. Alternate with your shooting com- 
panion for you will find throwing the 
targets as much sport as the actual shoot- 
ing. Grouse. or woodcock are seldom 
flushed in the open so select your position 
for throwing so that your shooting com- 
panion will view the target through the 
cover similar to the actual flight of the 
bird. Maintain a position to the rear and 
either the right or left and never throw 
a target that will place you in the line of 
fire. Endeavor to catch the gunner off 
balance, and, for practical purposes, de- 
liver the bird to simulate the angle thai 
gives him the most trouble when hunting 
the live game. 

We all have birds that we invariably 
miss. It may be the one that starts about 
waist high and drops rapidly, or it may 
be the zooming angle that curves sharply. 
This may be duplicated by a sharp twist 
of the wrist at the release point. Fortu- 
nately, any difficult shot can be repeated 
over and over until the gunner has solved 
the problem to the point that his lead is 
instinctive and practically automatic. 
Grouse shooting rarely offers anything 
but snap shots, and diligent practice with 
the hand trap will increase your effective- 
ness to a degree practically impossible 
to attain by another method. 

There are many hunters who have 
trouble scoring effectively on pheasants. 
This is readily understood when you con- 
sider that the bag limits are small and 
the seasons short, so there is never suf- 
ficient shooting to enable the individual 
to obtain the necessary practice. The 
cock pheasant is a wily bird and knows 
only too well how to confuse the novice 
gunner. He leaves the ground with de- 
ceptive speed for a bird of his size and 
usually goes up in a climbing turn. A 
little practice with the hand trap makes 
it possible to duplicate this manuever. 
If the gunner learns to score consistently 
on this target the pheasants attempting 
this flight will most certainly end up in 
the oven. 

Many pheasant shots are high crossing 
shots on birds flushed by other members 
of the party. Some of these shots may

Remember to always attempt to releas 
the target when the gunner is moving 
Reaction time will vary with the indi- 
vidual and inasmuch as the target shoot- 
ing is practice to improve the fielc 
shooting it should be carried out witl 
this always in mind. Getting the feet intc 
position for a quick shot is most essentia: 
It is equal in importance to mounting the 
gun smoothly, quickly, and in the correc 
position. 

Always bear in mind that any uplane 
game bird, once flushed, leaves the 
vicinity at speeds varying from 20 to 25 
yards per second. Any lost motion or 
the part of the gunner may mean tha’ 


‘the bird is out of range when the sho’ 


is fired, or at best, so far out that it i 
only crippled. Constant practice in fast 
accurate gun handling is amply repaic 
with birds on the table. 

Quail shooting to most gunners is in ¢ 
class by itself. While the covey rise cannot 
be simulated the flight of the single bird: 
can be duplicated in practically every 
detail. A low fast target whistling througk 
the trees or bushes can be made as diffi- 
cult as any flight of the bird itself. Prac- 
tice on this type of target is certain tc 
improve ones scoring on actual game. 

Duck hunting presents problems in 
shooting not found in any other type ot 
game bird shooting. Most upland game 
birds are flushed ahead of the gunner 
and there is some similarity in the flighi 
of the various species. Duck, on the 
contrary, are usually on the wing wher 
sighted and, whether coming in to the 
decoys, or passing overhead the angles are 
different and to most gunners more diffi- 
cult to master. 

‘Fortunately many of the shots may be 
simulated with the hand trap by the 
selection of the proper terrain for the 
practice shooting. There are few areas 
where ducks are hunted that do not have 
a stream with a cliff, or high bank, whick 
makes an excellent position for the one 
throwing the targets. By placing the gun- 
ner at.the base of the cliff it is possibl. 
to give him high flying, overhead targets 
long angling shots, fast sharp angles, anc 
towering targets that will closely re- 
semble the flight of a wary duck and the 
required shooting. 

Other approach angles can be workec 
out by varying the position of the gunne1 
or the target thrower. Remember tha’ 
more ducks are shot at ranges of less thar 
40 yards than over, and it is well t 
measure off a 40 yard boundary ane 
endeavor to keep the targets within thi: 
area. It may be well to repeat a previous 
suggestion—‘“learn to know the limita- 
tions of your gun”. Shotguns are funda- 
mentally a short range weapon and en- 
deavoring to shoot birds that are out o! 
range can only mean one thing—cripples 
No true sportsman wishes to lose < 
crippled bird, and the most effective 
means of prevention is practice and ther 
more practice. 

Resolve now to give the game an un- 
biased test. If it doesn’t improve yout 
shooting, you will at least know that 
your case is almost hopeless. 
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HOW FRESH are the tracks? That’s the question Bob wants to answer. He spotted the tracks from the car where 


the jackrabbits had been running along the road in the ankle-deep drifts of snow 


: 


ONE OF THE MAJOR wintertime sports 
of the West is jackrabbit hunting. From 
e valleys of California, through the 
suttes of the southwest and the Bitter- 
-oots of Montana, to the plains of Ne- 
sraska, the Dakotas and Iowa, riflemen 
yrovide hasenpfeffer for the table, and 
xeep their rifle eyes alert by shooting this 
»rolific bounder of the open spaces. 

Of course, the jackrabbit can be hunted 
with a shotgun. It’s frustrating—because 
the jacks usually flush too far in front of 
he hunter—and not half as much fun 
is taking a rifle to the breed. 

The midwestern jack is the whitetail. 
When the flailing snows come, the white- 
ail changes its autumn coat of brown for 
me of white, making the eight to twelve 
jound racer difficult to distinguish, es- 
ecially if lying under a broken corn- 
talk, or sitting berieath the rise of a 
uill, watching you try to sort out its trail. 
But when the jack breaks from cover, 
ind the flag goes up, and it streaks across 
| field or pasture or high desert it makes 
fine target for the cold-nosed rifleman.

Yes, jackrabbit hunting is a cold sport. 
You won’t find them in wind-protected 
gullies or brambly-patched woods like 
their baby brothers—the cottontails. 
You'll find jacks on flat lands, almost 
without cover, where the wind bites deep, 
the snow crusts until it becomes a door- 
bell signaling the approacher. and where 
the jacks can see you half a mile away. 
Sagebrush flats are good places. So are 
cornfields picked by machine, with stalks 
flattened and broken. Here the jack can 
feed, and he can see any fox or wolf or 
coyote aiming to creep up on him. 

Nemesis of the jackrabbit is his over- 
confidence. He knows he can outrun any 
North Ameriéan animal that walks except 
the antelope, so he waits until his tracker, 
be he hunter or fox, is about forty or 
fifty yards away before he breaks. Then 
he hitches up his britches, hikes for the 
nearest fence line, and lepes down it 
like a mail train. 


~ SNOWTIME IS JACKRABBIT TIME 


At this speed, he sounds like a difficult 
shot. Actually, it isn’t so tough, for the 
jackrabbit, trusting completely in speed, 
runs in a straight line, turning only when 
an obstruction confronts him. A rifleman 
can let the jack get 75 yards away, and 
then fire until he either kills the jack, 
or the rabbit fades from sight. Up close, 
the big fellow moves so fast, it is difficult 
for a shooter to swing ahead. 

It’s advisable to use soft-nosed bullets. 
Hard-nosed pass through the jack and 
sometimes don’t even slow him. He'll 
suffer and die later. 

Trailing a jack is an education. He will 
resort to all sorts of wiles, such as kicking 
his snow tracks out at the toes to make 
the trailer think he’s going the other way. 
He back tracks, leaps sideways, scampers 
in old runways and then leaps, circles 
around behind the hunter—anything to 
get away, and to have fun. For I have 
a hunch that the jackrabbit has a keen 
sense of humor. He is too interested in 
making a monkey out of his pursuer.

DECEMBER GOLDENEYES 
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By Bob Becker 


SOMETIMES THE DUCK shooting busi- 
ness gets kind of frosty late in the season 
when it’s below freezing and the water 
on a boat, and even on the hunter’s cloth- 
ing, turns to ice. But show me a duck 
hunter who worries too much about tem- 
peratures if his gun is shootable, shells 
are available and the birds are flying. 
Although I’ve shot many a duck on the 
ice when the mallards really needed 
skates to get around, probably some of 
the coldest gunning that a man can 
choose is going after goldeneyes (or 
whistlers) on any big body of water dur- 
ing December. The reason is that on big 
water the winds can get at you. It’s dif- 


ferent in a permanent blind where a fel 
low can have a little charcoal stove nez 
that keeps the frost out of his bone 

But shooting goldeneyes, for examp: 
on Lake Michigan, with the open end : 
a pier for a blind, is rough, gentleme: 
Just plain rough when it’s anywhe 
from 4 degrees to 21 degrees above zer 

One of the toughest angles of this spe: 
is putting out decoys in rather rough we 
ter and retrieving the ducks because tr 
boat gets so encrusted with ice.

I have been testing a new post-war 
Browning over-under in the 20 bore. It 
is a peach of a shotgun. Superbly made 
and finished throughout, it shoots just as 
well as it looks and handles. This gun: is 
made in Belgium and shows the usual 
careful fitting so characteristic of Bel- 
gian-made Brownings. 

When taken down the fore end remains 
on the barrels, leaving two instead of 
three pieces to pack in a gun case. The 
wood is fine straight grain French walnut 
with black streaks and the stocking 
leaves nothing to be desired either in ex- 
ecution or design. The gun is fitted with 
a selective single trigger operated as to 
selection by the top safety. You can 
move the safety to right or left as well 
as forward to make the gun ready. Each 
side of the safe is marked for upper or 
lower barrel so that you can instantly 
select the boring. This selective trigger 
operates from recoil, that is the trigger 
is set for the second barrel from the recoil 
of the first so it seems utterly impossible 
to ever make the gun double. I have had 
many single trigger guns double—but as 
yet I never have had the Westley Rich- 
ards single trigger, the Ithaca or this 
Browning double. The gun is equipped 
with auto ejectors, also selective. Drop 
seems about 1% x 244 x 14% and gun has 
smooth flowing lines with half pistol grip. 
The gun is fitted with an elevated venti- 
lated rib and the only additions I can 
think of that would further improve this 
excellent over-under would be a soft 
rubber recoil pad that would better cling 
to the shoulder and a pair of Lyman 
Ivory shotgun sights on the rib. Then if 
stock is cut to proper overall length for 
the individual, he will have a perfect 
over-under shotgun. 


My gun, in 20 bore, is bored full and 
modified and gave most excellent pat- 
terns, closer than the classification. It 
killed grouse to perfection. The barrels 
are 26 inches, just about right for a light 
upland gun. Personally I prefer close 
bored small bores and this Browning well 
answers these qualifications. 
bolts and ejectors is close and shows 
much careful hand work. Breeches and 
standing breecl also fit to a hair pinch. 

The super imposed barrels with their 
very deep fore end gives exactly the same 
feel and position of the forward hand as 
when shooting a pump or auto shotgun 
with ventilated rib. Likewise you have

With Heavy Loads 


Recently I tested some heavy loads in 
two, nickel ‘steel barrel, light weight 
model ’86 Winchesters. New Remington 
primed cases and Remington 405 grain 
soft point bullets were used, backed by 54 
grains Dupont 3031. The seating depth 
was the same as the factory 405 grain load. 
This charge, even when poured through 
a tube, filled the case completely to the 
base of the bullet. Accuracy was excellent 
and recoil just a big push. But both rifles 
printed at ‘least a foot higher than with 
the factory 1300-foot-second load, made to 
use in all the old obsolete trap door 
Springfield and Winchester Hotchkiss 
rifles. 

I would not recommend the above 
heavy load for anything but Winchester 
single shot or model ’86 Winchester rifles 
with nickel steel barrels as it would soon 
wash out the barrels of all soft steel rifles. 
The fired cases extracted freely and easily 
and went back in the rifle just as easily. 
Pressure looked low, around 30,000 to 
35,000 pounds, from all indications of case 
and primer. 

In these two rifles at least one could 
safely go to 56 grains of 3031, but another 
rifle might not handle that much powder 
so I would recommend the top load as not 
over 55 grains 3031. 

New front sights were in order on these 
rifles to bring point of impact down to 
point of aim. It’s a very powerful load and 
one that would take any game on this 
continent with dispatch for all close range 
timber shooting. I much prefer these two 
light weight .45-70 Model ’86 Winchesters 
with the above heavy load to any .405 
Model ’95 or the .348 Model 71 for timber 
shooting. Velocity must be closely ap- 
proaching 2000 feet, as 60 grains of the 
same powder with 405 grain bullet gives 
1960 feet in the longer .45-90 Winchester. 

If a thick jacket solid of same weight 
were also available, this would make an 
excellent load and rifle for much brush 
work in Africa. Selous killed all African 
game for years with a 365 to 450 grain 
lead alloy .45 caliber bullet at around 1500 
feet velocity. : 

This above heavy 405 grain .45-70 load 
is excellent brown bear and grizzly medi- 
cine, none better for close range work and 
you can push more hulls into the old gun 
while keeping the chamber loaded and the 
arm cocked ready for another shot. At 
least three accurate shots can be fired 
with the lever action while one was get- 
ting off two for any bolt action arm. E.K. 


Auto Loading Magnum 


Although no factory has yet turned out 
a magnum 12 bore-auto loader for the 3 
inch load with 158 ounces of shot, Arthur 
Kovalovsky, 1515 North Gardner St., 
Hollywood 46, Calif., has been altering the 
heavy models of Remington Model 11 
and the heavy Browning to handle the 
3 inch magnum load with excellent re- 
sults. 

The first one involved considerable 
work but he now has the alterations down 
pat and can turn any such guns into 
magnum 12 bores in short order. All you 
automatic shooters who have been want- 
ing a magnum 12, get in touch with Mr.

é Velocity vs. Wind 
Drift Is Tested 


_ Contrary to popular opinion, the highest 
velocity .22 caliber long rifle cartridge 
does not give the least wind drift. L.R. .22 
-eartridges giving only 900 feet per second 
muzzle velocity, give a wind drift with 3 
or 9 o'clock wind of 5 miles per hour at 
100 yards of 1.87 inches, while the same 
cartridge at 1000 feet gives just 1.67 inches 
at the same range showing a slight de- 
 erease in wind deflection. But when we 
get into the high speed and higher 
velocity brackets the reverse is true. The 
_ same cartridge with a muzzle velocity of 
_ 1350 feet per second gives a wind drift at 
_ the same range and under same conditions 
of 3.10 inches. The higher velocity builds 
- up head resistance and has a consequent 
lag in time of flight and thus the wind 
ps actually works on it longer and drifts it 
farther on the target. These are Reming- 
_ ton factor test figures so can be taken as 
gospel even though seemingly hard to 
_ believe. ; 
Again when we get into the high veloc- 
ity center fire brackets the picture 
changes and the .300 Magnum 180 grain 
bullet at 3060 feet velocity does not drift 
nearly as far on the target as does the 
_ 180 grain .30-06 at 2700 feet velocity. Also 
my pet match load for the .30-06, 58 grains

Don’t Pass Up 
the Briny Deep 
By Ollie Rodman 


Maybe we’ve met before somewhere. Per- 
haps we’ve actually fished together, at- 
tended some sportsman’s club or con- 
servation meeting, chatted over the phone, 
or had contact through a radio program, 
correspondence, a fishing book, or a news- 
paper or magazine article. But this is the 
first time I’ve had the opportunity of 
“meeting” you through a regular, month- 
ly department of a national sporting 
magazine that is designed to give factual, 
helpful information on all things pertain- 
ing to hunting and fishing. And, believe 
you me, the editors, of this publication 
are serious about that! I’m here to give 
you information and service. That’s my 
job and I darn well aim to do it to the 
best of my ability. So, whether we’ve met 
before or not, I give you our salutation 
and a hearty “HELLO”. f 

Now, before you pass by this page 
with the casual thought that you're a 
fresh water fisherman with no interest 
in salt water doings, just bear with me 
a minute. Why aren’t you interested in 
salt water fishing? Too far from the sea 
coast? Well, planes, busses, and trains 
cover hundreds of miles in the matter 
of minutes or hours and at rates any of 
us can afford. Never tried it and don’t 
know anything about it? If you’ve fished 
anywhere and like it, try salt water and 
youll open up a whole new horizon of 
angling possibilities; and salt water sea- 
sons dovetail nicely with fresh water fish- 
ing. When fresh water may be off on 
account of hot weather and low water, the 
salt water may be red hot. No tackle, 
can’t afford to buy new equipment? That’s 
an easy one to overcome, as I'll point 
out later. 

Even if you’re in the middle of this 
great and good country of ours, such as 
in Chicago, let’s say, do you realize that 
you can be fishing in the Gulf of Mexico, 
Florida, or New England tomorrow, by 
train, or today if you start in the A.M., 
by plane? In fact, if you really like fish- 
ing, no matter where you live, or what 
tackle you have, you’re cheating your- 
self if you don’t try salt water. 

I know of a New England couple who 
decided to see how little it would cost 
them if they took the family car, drove to 
Florida, from Worcester, Massachusetts, 
spent only a week on the round trip. And, 
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yet, they had three days’ fishing. And 
three days’ fishing is a lot when con- 
trasted with the same three days amidst 
sub-zero temperatures topped off with 
snow and icy gales. The whole trip 
worked out swell and on a budget just 
under $200. So, far-away salt water— 
and the same goes for fresh water—hot 
spots are not outside even the modest 
budget or income. Many of us have not 
yet realized how fast our buses, trains, 
autos and planes can get us from one part 
of the country to another. 

Now, before I go any further, I want 
to make one point clear. I like fresh water 
fishing, too. This is no treatise against 
fresh water; it’s merely an effort to en- 
courage those who have not tried salt 
water sport fishing to do so. And as soon

as you can so much the better. 

Let’s say that you live in Florida or 
that your wife persuades you to take a 
winter trip there as a change. If you 
own a bait casting outfit such as you’d 
use for large or smallmouth fresh water 
bass in Michigan, Maine, or California, 
you're all set for a start at salt water 
fishing in the Peninsular State. Here 
you'll find a greater variety of salt water 
game fish in the tidal rivers, bays, bayous 
and inlets than in most any other similar 
amount of water along the entire coast- 
line of the United States. To name some 
of the more popular ones, you can catch 
snook, snappers, tarpon, bonefish, sea 
trout (weakfish to northerners), redfish 
(channel bass), Spanish mackerel, am- 
berjack, grouper, kingfish, chiro (lady- 
fish). Take along that tackle box stuffed 
with fresh water bass, pike and walleye 
plugs and spoons; they’ll serve you just 
as well with the inshore salt water game- 
sters of Florida. In addition to a variety 
of artificials, you’ll want some hooks for 
live bait, and these are best purchased 
from the local dealer in that part of 
Florida or the Gulf where you're going. 
And that same advice goes for any extra 
artificials you may want to get: the local 
boys (and dealers) know. 

Now let’s suppose that your home is 
in New Jersey, New York or New Eng- 
land; that you’re a confirmed fly fisher- 
man due to the influence of some of those 
swell trout streams or to the unquestioned 
fighting ability of Maine’s landlocked 


after catching this pair of redfish (channel bass) in the Gulf

drops off; that’s a good time to put your 
heavier fly tackle to work in salt water. 
Tf you-own a nine-foot, five (plus) ounce 
_ fly rod; if you have a reel that will hold 
~ 100 ards of 12 to 15 lb. test backing of 
_ braided nylon line plus your usual thirty 
yards of fly line, and some streamer or 
bucktail flies tied on No. 2 or No. 4 long- 
shanked hooks, you’re in business for salt 
water, too. Incidentally, your bait casting 
~ outfit, such as we mentioned for Florida 
use, is equally important in this area— 
but right now let’s stick to fly fishing. 


_In the spring many a tidal river in the 
Northeast is full of big, sea-run white 
r perch up to the three-pound mark, and 
they’re fun on a fly rod and tasty in the 
frying pan. Then there’s a run of pollack 
_ from a pound or two up to as big as you 
want to tackle, that is, twenty to thirty 
is pounders. Come mid-summer, the bays, 

_ harbors and offshore waters are teeming 
rs with mackerel which will hit most any 
fly you toss at them until your wrist and 
_ forearm is numb from fatigue. Weakfish 
, and blues will take flies, too, but for the 
cs latter be sure to have a bit of wire leader 
_ next to the fly as the blues’ sharp teeth 
will cut gut or nylon leaders like a razor. 
E ‘Little blues—often called “snappers” or 

“skipjacks”—show: up in the Fall—eight 
ie i. twelve inches in size—and they’re 
dynamite: fast on the strike, fight like 
_ fury, and on the table, oh man! 


But probably the best of this section’s 
. salt water fly fishing is for the striped 
bass. Here, again, your fish may run 
from about three pounds up to fifteen or 
more. You can take them fly casting from 
_ the bank of many a tidal river or even 
_ from the outer shore surf. You don’t need 
me a boat; but, of course, one will enable you, 
= whether propelled by oars, outboard, or 
inboard motor, to cover more water and 
ue catch more fish, by and large. So, if you’re 
a fresh water fly fisherman, here’s a 
chance to put those Summer months to 
work for you and to open up a whole 
new, thrilling fishing experience.

_ fishing, you definitely don’t need a yacht. 
In fact, you don’t even need a rowboat. 
Of course, a boat will help you cover 
more water and catch more fish. But it is 
not an essential for your initiation to 
: salt water angling. There are innumerable 
spots from river bank, dock, wharf, point, 
bay shore, bridge, or rocky or sandy 
surf where you can get a taste of salt 
water fishing, still using your fresh water 
_ tackle; and if that taste doesn’t affect 
: you like the first bite of a hungry man 
_ with his first mouthful of tender steak, 
then something is wrong. Don’t forget 
ae salt water fish can be just as tem- 
__peramental as fresh water gamesters; they 
can be there in droves and still ignore 
your best offerings. 
For offshore fishing for blues, stripers, 
ckerel, school tuna and pollack, you 
may need to charter an inboard boat, 
mplete with nee and mate. abet

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but remember that you can split that up 
with four others, so that the drain on the 
pocketbook is not too drastic. For bay 
fishing and those productive tidal or 
inshore waters, you may be able to hire a 
row or outboard boat for as little as a 
couple of bucks a day. If you have your 
own outboard to hitch onto the back, so 
much the better. But if you can’t afford 
any of these, just look for a spot onshore 
where there is a bridge, a dock, a point 
near the channel, or just a spot on the 
beach where there are fish—and you can 
find out from polite, unassuming inquiry 
among the natives of any area. 

In fact, no matter where you live, how 
much or how little money you make, 
salt water fishing is within your reach, 
both geographically and financially. Just 
the other night I was lugging my movie

equipment into the car after a lecture in 
a mid-town Boston hotel. I had my hands 
and arms full of projector, screen, ‘and 
movie films in their round flat cans (just 
about as slippery as a wet eel) and I 
was having hard going. A man stepped 
up to me, asked if he could give me a 
hand, and did. After the equipment was 


loaded in the car, I had a chance to look - 


at this unexpected good Samaritan, and 
found that he carried a small black 
bag and a fishing rod. This was in late 
November. Inquiry produced the in- 
formation that my helper was a watch- 
man who went on duty at midnight; the 
smelt were running in the channel by the 
South Station; the tide had been right— 
right enough so that he had a nice mess 
of smelt in the little black bag. That 
was the first time that I realized you could 
catch fish right in the heart of Boston 
and Id lived there for twenty years! 

By now I hope that you'll realize that 
you can get a start on salt water sport 
fishing with your regular fresh water 
tackle. I hope you'll try it and see for 
yourself how it can round out your 
angling fun. As you get into the game, 
you will want special salt water tackle 
such as a surf casting outfit, light or 
heavy trolling gear—but I'll take up that 
matter in coming issues.

Outwitting any of the game fish species 
often is a difficult task for the angler, bui 
none of the finny gamesters offers a more 
difficult problem than trout. 


In trout fishing it is important to have 
the right tackle, the right flies or lures 
Too, an angler must have some “know- 
how” in using this tackle. But equally 
important is having a reasonable knowl- 
edge of the habits and characteristics of 
the various members of the trout family 
that range throughout North America.

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How to Repair 
Your Fly Rod 


By Don Shiner 


HOW’S THAT ROD OF YOURS? In 
bad shape? Well, don’t discard it, for it’s 
possible to repair and restore that favor- 
ite rod back to its original beauty and 
usefulness. Especially during the off- 
season of angling, minor repairs to the 
bamboo rod will render it in first class 
condition to begin the early spring an- 
gling. Too, repairing it occasionally will 
prolong the life for many additional 
years. 

According to a late survey, the average 
fisherman goes astream about 20 days a 
year. If he made a thousand casts a day, 
his rod would be flexed nearly 20,000 
times annually! This is certainly a great 
strain on these bamboo sticks which were 
glued together to form the rod. It is hard 
work for the rod, and the most expensive 
one will give way in time. However, re- 
gardless whether it was an expensive rod 
or one of the cheapest, repairing it occa- 
sionally will give it many additional years 
of life for it to serve you. 

What can you do to save it? Simply 
everything! Repairing a rod is not neces- 
sarily a job for a top craftsman; the 
novice can do the various chores in one 
or two evenings of free time. Not only 
will you find this an interesting pastime, 
but by doing this you will become more 
fully acquainted with the singular piece 
of equipment which adds much enjoy- 
ment to angling and you will uncon- 
sciously guard against the hazards a rod 
is generally subjected to each day out- 
doors.

restored easily. Cleanness and 


softness can be had by using steel 


wool and rubbing handle gently 
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The handle of your fly rod can be 


constant repairs than others. The tip-top 
or end guide is one of these, together with 
the guides. They are made of hard metal, 
however, the line slipping through them 
continually soon wears deep grooves in 
them. Replacing them as soon as this con- 
dition is found saves the line, for the 
rough edges of the grooved guides will 
damage the finish of a fly line. 

Check the ferrules. frequently too. If 
the rod should dry out and the ferrules 
become loose, merely recement them. Use 
the regular ferrule cement that requires 
heat to melt it. Warm the cement and 
apply it to the rod section, and push the 
ferrule back on. It will then be as good 
as new. 

Don’t lose sight of the fact that a bam- 
boo rod is made up of bamboo strips 
which were glued together. The factory 
planed and glued the bamboo strips so 
they fit near perfection, If any water was 
to come into contact with them, the five 
or six strips will spring apart and that 
particular rod section is worthless until 
repaired. Should this happen, spring the 
section’s strips apart and apply plenty of 
water proof glue between them. Then, 
wrap string around the damaged area so 
that the strips are held together tightly. 
Remove the string in a few days and wind 
regular rod winding thread over the 
break and then varnish. Repaired in this 
way, the rod section, is actually stronger 
than it was originally. To guard against 
this in the future, just be sure to coat the 
rod with varnish. Don’t apply a new 
coat every year, for more than three coats 
at any one time will make the rod become 
slow and sluggish. It is better to touch up 
the places where the varnish has been 
chipped. Then, when the windings be- 
come poor, scrape off the varnish down to 
the bare bamboo fibers, and revarnish. 
Two new coats will last again for years. 

One of the joys that comes with the 
use of a new rod is the clean cork handle. 
The cork seems fresh and soft under the 
touch and seems to take the tired feeling 
away from fly casting. Cleaning the cork 
handle on the old rod will do this same 
thing. You can easily clean it with steel 
wool, fine sandpaper, or put some acetone 


on a soft rag and rub the grip gently. 


This will dissolve the dirt and grease and 
will make the handle clean, soft and 
fresh again. Don’t ever apply varnish to 
the handle for this makes it slippery 
when it becomes wet. 

If the handle does not fit your hand 
properly and causes it to become tired 
after only a short time of casting, sand 
the grip to a better shape. Fine sand- 
paper will do the job in quick time. Or if 
you choose, you can make an entirely 
new cork grip on your rod, one that is 
either shorter or longer than the original 
one and one that will fit the contour of 
your hand better. It is not difficult to 
make a new grip, for the handle is made 
by gluing cork rings down over the rod 
section next to the reel seat. Use a good 
grade of water-proof glue and be sure 
there is a water tight fit next to the reel 
seat. You can purchase a grip already 
glued and sanded to shape if you do not 
desire to bother with the individual rings. 

One other thing, when repairing that 
rod, just prior to varnishing it, write 
your name _and address on each section.

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Should a rod dry out excessively 
and the strips come apart, force 
apart the small wedges and re- 
cement with plenty of good glue 


After the strips have been glued, 
wind string around the damaged 
area. The cord and excess glue can 
be removed after a couple of days 


To recement a ferrule, apply cement 
(the type which requires heat) to 
the rod joint, then push on the 
ferrule. This will remain strong 


When the rod’s tip-top or guide 
become loose or badly worn, a new 
one can be put on in its place. It 
must be cemented, if it is to hold 


Possibly you will want to refinish 
your rod. The job is easy. First 
you clean the surface, scrape off old 
varnish and polish with steel wool 


Before varnishing your rod, write 
your name and address on each 
section. If this section is lost, it is 
possible that you might get it back 


Apply the varnish in long strokes. 
If it becomes bubbly, it means you 
are brushing the varnish too much.. 
Blow on the varnish if it bubbles 


And as an added help, you can mark 
intervals on the rod to help you in 
determining the length of a fish.

THE OUTDOORSMA 
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You Can ‘Read’ a 
Lake from the Air 


By Lee Wulff 


It is my main aim to help readers get 
the most out of their fishing hours. ’m 
primarily interested in helping you catch 
more fish, secondarily in helping you 
‘enjoy the catching. To catch fish you 
must have certain tackle and tackle 
skills—and sometimes a little luck. It is 
not too difficult to write about techniques 
and tackle. It is a third phase of fishing 
that is toughest to tackle from a type- 
writer. That is the “where to fish” 
problem. 

Tackle is pretty well standardized and 
certain methods of fishing generally ac- 
cepted. Anyone can walk into a sporting 
goods store and get a complete fly cast- 
ing outfit, spinning outfit, or rig for still 
fishing. Books will tell the novice how to 
cast. He may find photographs and word 
pictures of the spots to seek, but every 
lake and each river is different and needs 
special study that can only be made on 
the spot. 

Skillful stream fishermen learn to tell 
by the pattern of the surface swirls, 
ripples and eddies where the water be- 
neath them is most suitable for the feed- 
ing, comfort, or safety of the fish they 
seek. Armed with this knowledge they 
can approach even an unknown stream 
with a fair confidence that they’ll put 
their lure or bait through the best water. 

But with lakes the problem becomes 
much more complex. Save for occasional 
weedbeds there is no surface indication 
of the depth of water, Anyone can follow 
the weeds and fish the shoreline and, 
as a result, those areas are hard fished. 

Particularly is there no easy way for 
earthbound man to map out the con- 
tours of the lake bed and find those off- 
shore bars and gullies where fishing is 
best. Soundings with anchor and rope, 
trolling and remembering where the 
fish are caught are the time honored 
methods. Yet, if he’s willing to fly, any 
angler can manage, in about fifteen min- 
utes, to map out the main gullies, bars, 
channels, etc. in a lake he’s never seen 
before—and at a cost varying from as 
little as $2.50 for a quick look to $25 for 
a thorough survey consisting of several 
trips. 

Ever wonder how an Osprey could 
spot fish so easily from his lofty position 
on soaring wings? Looking down from 


a high bridge will give the answer. As } 


one gains altitude he can see objects 
in and under the water much more 
readily. At 2000 feet an angler in an air- 
plane can see the bottom of most good 
fishing areas and tell by the changing 
tone of the film of water where it is 
shallow and where it is deep. He will 
see where there are rocky ledges and 
where the floor of the lake is green with 
vegetation. At 300 feet he will sontetimes 
see fish. Flying over wilderness lakes it 
is often possible to spot fish at the inlets 
_ or outlets before deciding to land and rig 
_ up the tackle. 
_ he best airplane for this purpose is 
the slowest one and the one that gives 
the greatest visibility. An airliner gives

you a view of part of one motor, a hit 
of one wing, and a speck of sky through a 
small window. But most light planes give 
you the feeling of sitting in a com- 
fortable air-born chair, and you're able 
to look down all around you. When 
flying low over the water, a seaplane is 
safer; but any plane can make a good 
reconnaissance flight without much more 
danger than riding in an automobile. The 
slow airplane gives a better chance to 
study the water and the earth beneath 
it. A Cub trainer, with a side that opens 
up, will let the passenger look out and 
see the water directly beneath him 
without banking the plane. And be sure 
to pick a good clear day, free from haze 
and wind. 

The preparations to make are simple. 
If possible, obtain or draw a map of the 
lake before the flight. The map should 
be on a fairly large scale to permit the 
making of notes and locating prominent 
landmarks such as white houses at the 
shoreline, rocky cliffs or bridges. If no 
map is available take up a sheet of 
paper or a drawing board sufficiently 
large to draw a map. A reasonably ac- 
‘curate outline of the lake can be sketched 
quickly from the air. Then various bars 
and ledges can be marked in the right 
spots. Crossing lines from prominent 
markings on the shore can be drawn on 
the map to make location of the spots 
from a boat later a simple matter. A sea- 
plane can land at likely spots for a close 
inspection. 

The best time to make such an aerial 
survey is in the late spring or early 
summer. Then the sun is at its highest 
and brightest so that the eye can penetrate 
to greatest depth and see most clearly. 
The water is usually clear then, too, and 
the lakes have not yet started to “work” 
and become cloudy. It may have taken 
some of the old timers years to find the 
bars they fish on so successfully and hold 
so secret. You can find them from the 
sky in a matter of minutes. 


Fishermen Get Break 


The future of sport fishing has been 
given a shot in the arm by the organiza- 
tion of the Sport Fishing Institute which 
recently was incorporated in the District 
of Columbia.

Any 
standardization of various units which 
may be used in combination although 
produced by different manufacturers will 
aid all of us. Uniform standards for 
measurements like line sizes and tests 
will help us, too. 

It is natural that the tackle manufac- 
turers should undertake this effort for 
unless fishing as a sport maintains or in- 
creases its popularity the sales of tackle 
will slide off. It is also right and proper 
that individual anglers should aid this 
institute in its endeavors. Any effort to 
add to the knowledge we now have on 
methods of providing good sport fishing 
is helpful to each one of us. 

Membership in this organization is open 
to any individual, firm, corporation, or 
association making an annual contribution 
to its work. 
from the tackle industry but it is hoped 
by the directors that other industries 
having a stake in fishing, as well as or- 
ganizations interested in the health and 
recreational values of fishing will be- 
come contributing members.

Different Sounds Key 
to Fish Identity 


Different species of fishes make different 
sounds when -they are feeding on the 
surface. This is well for anglers to know. 
At night, such sounds are easily heard. 
They show where the fish are feeding, 
and it is quite possible through observa- 
tion and study to know what kind of fish 
they are. 

I have often mystified friends while 
fishing on dark nights by telling them 
where the fishes are, and then further 
puzzled them by naming the kind of 
fishes. Seldom is there an error, on ac- 
count of the fact that I have for many 
years studied the sounds made by fishes 
feeding. In the Florida keys, many of 
the fishing guides are experts at this 
game. 

Snook, for instance, will make a dis- 
tinct popping sound when they grab a 
minnow or other food item. Jack make 
a noise like the tearing of crisp paper. 
Snapper make a noise quite similar to 
jack, but as though the paper was not 
so crisp. Tarpon make a peculiar splash- 
ing sound that once heard and noted is 
never forgotten. 

This same thing can be noted in fresh 
water fishing in lakes or other quiet 
bodies of water.

sure they have these things before hitting a wilderness trail. But did you 


ever think about carrying a few nails in the duffle? 


Probably not, yet 


nails have unlimited use around a wilderness camp. In the following 
article Bob Beatty, conservation director of the Izaak Walton League, 
shows some of the many uses for nails out camping. JIM MITCHELL 


Take Some Nails on 
Your Camping ‘Trip 


By Bob Beaity 


I would no more think of going on a 
camping trip without a couple of dozen 
assorted nails tucked away in my duffel 
than I would going quail hunting in wheat 
stubble without shoes on! A nail has an 
almost unlimited variety of uses in camp. 
No matter how light he must travel, a 
camper can almost always find room for 
a few. He should never be without them. 

In addition to serving as pegs on which 
to hang an endless assortment of items, 
nails are a great aid in constructing nu- 
merous simple tools and conveniences 
which will make camping, especially for 
the beginner, much more of a pleasure 
than a hardship. Such fixtures include a 
rake, a portable clothesline, small benches 
or stools, shelves for storing food, a camp 
table and last, but not least, a washstand. 
These, plus a score of other useful items 
of camp equipment, can be built in a very 
short time and as the need requires, with 
no other instruments than a small hatchet, 
natural woods materials at hand and a 
few of those magic little fasteners of iron 
which we take for granted, but to which 
We Owe so much. 


Camp Washstand or Table 


To a veteran woodsman, a camp wash- 
stand may sound like an unheard of lux- 
ury and a definitely sissified object of 
scorn. If, however, you have ever tried 
to shave or wash or brush your teeth 
while balanced precariously on a rock at 
streamside, or while stooping to the 
ground over a bucket and trying to keep 
towel, wet soap, shaving brush and tooth- 
brush from falling into the dirt, you will 
appreciate how wonderful a simple bless- 
ing like a washstand at waist level can be. 

Of course, many campers carry along 
portable benches or tables, and sometimes 
you are fortunate in finding an old stump 
and a board or two handy to solve the 
problem. More often than not, however, 
it’s the other way around. Particularly if 
youre travelling light on foot, horseback 
or canoe, you're not apt to have any port- 
able benches or tables with you. 

In fifteen minutes time (or less) even a 
tyro can make a very adequate and use- 
ful stand for washing, eating, stacking 
food out of reach of prowling animals, or 
what have you. 

Cut four poles about four feet long for 
legs. (Or, as pictured here, utilize an 
available stump for one end.) Any wood 
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is satisfactory for the legs, though aspen 
is the least desirable, for it is soft and 
has a tendency to split when pounded 
with an axe or hatchet. Sharpen the poles 
to a rough point and drive them into the 
ground about a foot, spaced apart for the 
length and width of the stand you desire. 

Then cut two small saplings for length- 
wise supports and fasten with the nails 
to the tops of the legs. Follow this with 
crossbars 1%4” to 144” in diameter. Maple 
suckers, willow, aspen, alder or cherry 
saplings are all satisfactory. Do not use 
evergreen limbs for the crossbars as they 
exude a resinous pitch when cut which 
sticks to everything like casein glue! Cut 
the crossbars to the desired length and 


You can use a clothes line, too 


fasten to the lengthwise supports with a 
nail at each end. 

That’s all there is to it. You’re table top 
won't be the smoothest in the world, but 
it will be sturdy and is absolutely guaran- 
teed to drain well and require no wiping! 

NOTE: If you are camping on rocky 
or hard ground into which legs cannot be 
driven, simply cut two more lengthwise 
supports and nail to the bottoms of the 
legs. With a little judicious hatchet work, 
irregularities on the saplings can be 
quickly trimmed and the table made to 
stand solidly. 


The Rake—a Useful Camp Tool 


In country where decent campsites are 
as scarce as hair on a grouse egg, and 
even in country where desirable camp- 
sites are fairly plentiful, it is discouraging, 
aggravating and downright frustrating to 
locate a place after much searching only 
to find that the previous occupants have 
left it in a condition approaching a first- 
class pig sty. If you like the spot, or if 


A wash stand comes mighty handy 


you have run out of energy or inclination 
to search further, you are faced immedi- 
ately with a tedious clean-up job. 

A handy tool which will prove indis- 


’ pensable in this effort, will aid in keeping 


a tidy camp during your stay, and finally, 
will enable you to leave the site in decent 
condition, is that simple and revered tool, 
the common rake. In the interests of 
space and weight, few experienced camp- 
ers will want to carry a ready-made rake 
along, but by the use of such simple 
equipment as a hatchet and a dozen 16- 
penny common nails (312”) you can fash- 
ion a sturdy, effective rake out of natural 
materials at hand in less than five min= 
ute’s time. 

Green wood is best, for it has less ten= 
dency to split when punctured by nails. 
Choose a forked sapling (maple, ash, 
aspen, and cherry are all good) for the 
handle. To avoid excess weight and 
clumsiness in handling, it should not be 
any larger in diameter than will retain a 
reasonable stiffness under raking pres- 
sure. (1” to 144” is plenty.) : 

A 11%’ to 2’ cross piece for the “teeth” 
can be split from almost any small log. 
In a pinch, a round limb about 2” in diam- 
eter will do, although it is more difficult 
to drive nails through in an even row and, 
because of its thickness, requires a longer 
nail for the most effective raking “edge”. 

All that remains is to drive eight or ten

nails at even intervals through the cross- 
bar, insert it in the fork of the handle, 
and fasten with a nail through each side. 
To prevent the crossbar from wobbling 
and turning while in use, baling wire or 
heavy cord should be wound in criss- 
cross fashion over the joint. Most camp- 
ers carry odds and ends of one or both 
for just such uses as this. 

Five minutes spent on constructing this 
tool will save much time and effort later 
in squatting and stooping to pick up de- 
bris. A rake will also prove useful in 
cleaning space around a campfire to pre- 
vent its spreading in dry grass or pine 
needles, will enable rapid smoothing of a 
spot for your bed-roll or tent, and, when 
leaving, will enable you to quickly restore 
the campsite to a reasonably natural, and 
certainly clean, condition. 

NOTE: If you are making camp in an 
area covered with a soft matting of pine 
or spruce needles, leave the duff undis- 
turbed, particularly in hot weather. The 
duff retains moisture and aids consider- 
ably in keeping the camp and tents cool. 
Also, flies seem to be attracted by hot, 
exposed ground and appear to lay eggs in 
the cool duff which, when turned over 
and exposed to the heat of the sun, starts 
the eggs hatching in large numbers and 
adds to your insect problem. 


A Clothesline Adds Comfort 


“Now what do I care or need to know 
about a simple thing like stringing a 
clothesline?” 

Nothing—absolutely nothing—uwnless: 

1) You will take a camping trip some- 
day of longer than a week’s duration and, 
particularly if travelling light by foot, 
horse or canoe, will want (we hope!) to 
wash a few things. 

2) It has finally cleared up after a two- 
day rain and all your clothes, plus your 
bedroll, are either soaked or so damp you 
wonder if you’ll ever feel dry and com- 
fortable again. 

3) You’re camping with the family or 
three or four others for an extended 
period and happen, or are forced, to 
choose a campsite where finding two trees 
in the sun and the right distance apart 
means cutting a lot of brush or stringing 
a line an inconvenient distance from 
eamp. Such a situation is not uncommon 


_ in parts of northern Canada and in wilder 
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regions of the west where campsight de- 
velopment by state or federal agencies is 
still unheard of. 

Then, fellow camper, you are forced 
(perish the thought!) to think for the first 
time since you left the office two weeks 
ago. After half an hour of fretting and 
trying to drive a good-sized log into the 
ground to simulate another tree, you hit 
upon a simple solution you might have 
read about in some outdoor magazine 
once and saved yourself a lot of trouble! 

Cut and trim two reasonably straight 
saplings, 3” to 4” in diameter and about 
10’ long. Aspen is easiest to work with 
and can be readily cut with a small hatch- 
et. Cross (as shown in the photograph) 
and fasten with a couple of large nails. It 
helps to reinforce this joint by criss-cross 
binding with wire or heavy cord. Pass the 
clothesline around the joint or crotch once 
to prevent crossed poles from toppling 
under the weight of clothes and, pulling 
line taut, fasten it to a tent peg and drive 
it into the ground. Presto! You have a 
sturdy support which will hold any 
weight up to the breaking point of the 
line itself. 

If no trees at all are handy to which 
one end of the line can be fastened, a 
bipod like this can be made for each end 
of the line and erected in the same man- 
ner. 

A slightly smaller adaptation of this 
bipod is useful for supporting the simple 
type of tent made from a canvas fly or 
poncho. The line or rope, in this case, 
takes the place of a ridgepole. There are 
many times, particularly when canoeing

campsite’s left clean after breaking camp 


in river country, where it is far easier to 
pitch a tent on a sand or gravel bar using 
this method than to carry tents and duffel 
a considerable distance from shore.

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Is too much stress being put on special field trial rules that are totally 
different from actual hunting conditions? Should there be a revamping 
of field trial judging?

Are Field Trial 


Procedures Wrong? 
By Henry P. Davis 


» Much has been said recently, and not 


enough written, about the growing tend- 


; ency of field trial officials and judges to 
enceurage the development of potential 


competitors along “mechanical” lines. By 
this I mean the training of the dogs in 


' such manner that they come to depend 
‘almost entirely upon the handler for 


guidance and thus almost entirely sub- 
jugate the dogs’ natural desire to hunt 


» independently. 


This is particularly true in spaniel and 


) retriever trials, where it is necessary that 
+ the dog be under control at all times. 
| The “mechanical age” has not tinged bird 


dog performance so much in bird dog 
trials, particularly those of the major cir- 
cuit. Independence in action is much to be 
desired provided, of course, that the dog 
is amenable to handling. A premium is 


' placed on range and speed, if those quali- 


ties are properly applied and the dog 
remains fairly well under the control of 
his handler. Yet in the one-course trials 
where liberated or “dizzied” game birds 
are used, many handlers quite often try 
to keep their charges under their thumbs 


‘and practically find the birds for them. 


An experienced or competent judge, who 
has served his apprenticeship in the hunt- 
ing fields, should and will frown upon this 
practice and penalize it. 

In spaniel trials, the competing dogs 
should work to the handler and gun at 


- all times, restricting his range to well 


| within gun shot. This requires consider- 


able training, and, often, quite a bit of 


_ handling. But the-dog should do his work 


naturally and not be constantly. depending 


; upon his handler for directions. 


In retriever trials, much emphasis is 
placed on control. This is as it should be, 
for successful retrieving, particularly in 


_ problems which entail a “blind” retrieve 


or one in which the fall has not been 


_ marked, depend largely upon it. I am 
- inclined to believe, however, that often 
_ we are inclined to place #00 much em- 


phasis on this factor to the detriment of 


- the natural ability of the dog. Too much 
- direction, too much handling, causes the 


dog to lose confidence in himself and 
makes him hesitate to use his own judg- 


- ment in seeking the fallen quarry. 


But the American Kennel Club’s rules 


_ which govern the operation of a retriever 
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trial are rather strict, and to live up to 
the letter of them a dog must be under 
full control. There is nothing said about 
“over-handling.” The most flexible state- 
ment in these rules is the following which 
appears in Paragraph 1: “Retriever field 
trials should therefore simulate as nearly 
as possible the conditions met in an 
ordinary day’s shoot.” Some of the re- 
trieving tests given in the trials of today 
would seldom, if ever, be encountered in 
an ordinary day’s shoot. When they are 
successfully completed as much, or even 
more, credit should be given the handler 
as to the dog for here it is that_the

handler’s art is dramatically demon- 
strated. How much more pleasing would 
it be to watch an enthusiastic retriever 
work out a knotty problem in his own 
way, using his own head even if he re- 
quired more time, than to see him con- 
stantly checked by his handler’s whistle 
to take directions? After all, natural 
quality, natural ability are what we all 
seek, regardless of the breed. 

Let’s tune in one of the foremost pro- 
fessional retriever trainers in the country. 
This. is David Elliott, who came to this 
country some 15 years ago and who is 
responsible for the development of many 
of the finest retrievers that ever swam 
after a fallen duck in America’s field

trials. No one is better qualified than 
Dave to speak on the subject of over- 
handling and its tendency to nullify 
natural ability. Says Dave, in part: 

“TJ know that I am responsible for di- 
rection in this country, also the whistle, 
but when I first saw the whistle and 
direction used it was at sheep dog trials 
in England and Scotland, where it was 
used as we are now using it in retriever 
trials. Every move of the sheep dog was 
controlled by the whistle. This had to 
be, as the dogs had to guide the sheep 
through several obstacles in their proper 
order; therefore it was necessary for the 
dog to be under complete mechanical 
guidance. 

“T was much impressed with the man- 
ner in which these dogs responded to 
their handlers, so I tried it out on some 
young Labradors that I-owned at that 
time. It worked extremely well and I did, 
through over-enthusiasm, over-handle. 
However, that was not for long. I soon 
learned from much older retriever men 
that the mechanical dog was not re- 
garded as the acme of perfection for many 
reasons. These men had been handling 
retrievers for years, and knew that to 
take away the natural ability from the 
dog was to reduce his ability as a game 
finder; however, they did admit that to 
give this added training was a very use- 
ful contribution, provided it was used as 
the exception and not as the rule. 

“When I came to this country and 
practiced this method, it was frowned 
upon. I was told by more than one judge 
that it was the one thing they had against 
me in handling retrievers .. . but now, 
after fifteen years, these same judges are 
among our greatest supporters. You could 
easily go from near the top to a certificate 
of merit because your dog did not ap- 
proach his bird from the correct side of 
a bush or perhaps a blade of grass. I 
have watched all these changes take 


‘place; hence the reason I feel that I am 


in a position to use the word ‘extremist.’ 

“It has been interesting to note that 
those who were so much against handling 
in the early days did not at any time 
take the middle track. They followed the 
herd and made a clean jump from one 
extreme to the other. At no time did 
they show any desire to hit the happy 
medium. If they had, they could be among 
our more able judges today, because I 
still feel that the majority of our judges 
are willing to be shown. This is quite 
evident if you are a regular attendant at 
retriever trials.

and that our judges are open to sug- 


gestions. It would only take a handful of 
those who get judging assignments each 
year, and who prefer the more natural 
retriever work against the mechanical 
ability of the other, to bring a more modi- 
fied version of the sport to the notice of 
all. I am sure that once it was introduced 
all but those with a one-track mind 
would acknowledge and accept the change 
as a step in the right direction, and one 
that would do much to bring to the fore 
the natural ability and instincts that give 
the retriever his name. 


“We have heard this remark made at 
field trials when a group get together to 
discuss the work of the various dogs; so- 
and-so has not made a mistake so far, 
but he’ll be caught before the day is 
out. These judges like handling and they 
will give a stiff blind retrieve in the last 
series . . . and so-and-so does not like 
to be handled.’ 


“Here is a case of pinning a good 
natural retriever to the boards and mak- 
ing him look like a fool; whereas all 
through the trial he has been making 
the mechanical dog look like a book 
student against a practical performer, but 
it is sad to say that the bookworm will 
overthrow his opponent in this one test. 
The natural retriever will be thrown out 
completely on his failure to handle, all 
his good work through the trial will 
stand for naught. If he could take his 
opponents to a duck marsh, he would 
really make them look like a pantie-waist 
putting in his first day as a lumber-jack, 
he would outwit them every time as a 
game-finder. And the beauty underlying 
the teamwork between owner and dog 
is that the dog knows his work and the 
owner is perfectly aware of it. 

“We cannot give a retriever his head 
one day and expect him to be our me- 
chanical tool the next. Since we are ex- 
tremists, we cannot deviate from the 
beaten path with any hope of success. Our 
dogs would either go hog wild or look 
so pathetically to us for help that it 
would be like teaching a child to walk. 
So long as they have our support, they 
make progress. But when we remove this 
support they collapse, helpless to accom- 
plish, by themselves, the job for which 
they were bred, simply because we have 
taken over and refused to develop their 
greatest asset . . . natural ability.” 

These are meaty words from one who 
knows his retrievers as well as any one on 
this continent. They are worthy of calm, 
deliberate analysis and full consideration. 

It is as Dave says: A few thoughtful 
judges, whose opinions are respected, can 
tip the scales back in favor of natural 
ability. This has happened before. Some 
years ago, too much emphasis was placed 
on “heels” in bird dog field trials and the 
mechanical, whistle-running dog enjoyed 
a brief session in the sun. Through the 
efforts of intelligent judges, sanity was 
restored. Now I fear the pendulum may 
swing back-too far, for if we are not 
careful “over-handling” will spoil some of 
our one-course trials .. . and the dogs 
that are subjected to it.

The term “cancer” usually implies 2a 
insidious, malignant condition generally 
fatal. A better name for cancer is the 
word tumor, meaning any abnormal 
swelling of an organ or tissue. Malig- 
nant refers to rapid- 
ity of growth and 
spread. Many dogs 
are disabled or die 
only because these

Dogs, with few exceptions, are liked 
humans and other animals in being af-— 
fected with a variety of tumors. For-_ 
tunately, not all are malignant nor are 
they always fatal. The latter kind are- 
classed as benign. YW 

Tumors of. the nervous and digestive | 
systems so very common in man are rare — 
in dogs. The skin is more often involved. 
Next in order of frequency are the ex-~ 
ternal organs and body openings. =f 

The bitch is subject to mammary or > 
breast tumors more frequently than other — 
domestic animals. The testicles of older 
dogs and internal sex organs are sites — 
for development of both benign and 
malignant growths. - 

The treatment of the bitch with cer 
tain kinds of breast tumors can be suc- — 
cessfully carried out by surgical removal. 
Sometimes spaying older subjects will 
cause regression of the cancer, depend-— 
ing on the type. Hormone treatment has 
also been effectively employed on some — 
cases. 

When only one or two front nipples 
are involved, removal of adjacent glands — 
on the same but not on the opposite side, 
is necessary as a rule. The net result is — 
that fewer puppies can be nursed, a much > 
less radical procedure than spaying as 
the potential value as a brood bitch is 
only decreased. 

Probably one of the most common 
forrns of tumors are the warts that occur 
on the lips and gums. They may appear 
and disappear without treatment. When — 
these become so numerous as to inter-_ 
fere with eating or become unsightly, — 
surgical removal is necessary. Peculiarly — 
enough, trimming off warts may cause > 
them to recur. Other treatment, such as 
cautery, can be done. Various drugs ap-_ 
plied locally or given internally have 
been used. Vaccines are effective to some | 
degree, depending on the type used. Any | 
of the above procedures should neces- 
sarily be done by a veterinarian.

The tissue composing it is glandular like 
that of the breast and disposed to de- 
rangement or disfunction. Benign or 
malignant enlargement often occurs. Be- 
cause of its location close to the urinary 
bladder and surrounding the outlet, tu- 
mors of the gland interfere to some de- 
gree with urination. Any perceptible 
swelling can be palpated by means of a 
rectal examination, or diagnosed by 
X-ray. 

Treatment to relieve the condition will 
vary according to the nature of the dis- 
ease. Benign tumors respond well. 

X-ray and radium treatment for the 
inoperable tumors of humans has always 
been too costly to apply on similar cases 
in animals. Only in very exceptional in- 
stances have radiations been used.

At this time I want to extend my best wishes to” : 
the Northwest Wildlife Council for its fight against — 
the proposed CVA legislation affecting 279,000 square 
miles of wildlife resources in the northwest. It’s an- ~ 
other water job, gentlemen. A three-man board, — 
responsible only to the president, would control fish, 
game, birds, ducks and other wildlife resources. And _ 
all of us, no matter where we live, should give Charlie _ 
Horn of Minneapolis a pat on the back for his un- — 
relenting fight against the ruination of a beautiful 
stream in the midwest. L. H. Barkhausen, former 
national president of Ducks Unlimited, is another 
man who has fought to keep the scoop and shovel 
boys of the Army from destroying streams which > 
have a great potential wildlife value. I wish I had 
space to name all of these fighters in every state. But 
it’s such a handful against a superior, well-heeled 
army. ; ee 

And recently the president vetoed the Dingell bill 
that passed both branches of Congress unanimously. _ 
It was a bill to help the fishing in your state. See — 
what I mean about there being a need for more out- 
door fans to get on the job and walk in swinging in 
behalf of our outdoor resources? One thing you can 
do is to support legislation for an impartial Board of 
Review in the President’s office which would study 
and screen all Army Engineer and Bureau of Recla- 
mation plans for river development before they go to 
Congress.
